Rubber Restriction. 


A Reuter’s telegram, dated The Hague, 
March 8, states:—It is learned from an 
authoritative source that negotiations for a 
solution of the native quota problem in con- 
nection with rubber restriction are progress- 
ing favourably. The discussions at present, 
it is said, concern discrimination for quota 
purposes between (1) a a0 in the 
Dutch East Indies established before 1925, 
(2) plantations established after that date, 
and (3) plantations with inoculated trees. 
The demand of America, as put Íor- 
ward by Mr. Bingham, the United 
States Ambassador to Great Britain, for 
consideration as one of the greatest con- 
sumers of rubber, is complicating matters to 
a certain extent. In the view of rubber 
authorities here, the proposed restriction will 
increase the cost of production by 50 per 
cent., and such a sacrifice on the part of the 
producers would only be justified if the sell. 
ing price of rubber rises proportionately. 
Such a rise, it is feared, is endangered by 
the American attitude. Despite these 
obstacles, however, the view here is that 
restriction is coming, though the actual date 
is uncertain.

A small operating theatre was 
very badly required, and they ought, not to 
wait to get it from the Hospital Commission 
Fuud. He emphasised the necessity for the 
after-care treatment of their patients. In a 
certain percentage of cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis surgical methods of treatment 
were proving of great value, and he hoped 
that before long Bere hee would be made 
whereby operations could be carried out on 
the spot. At present it was necessary to send 
such cases into a Dublin hospital.

The prisoner, in evidence, said that she 
went: to America in 1921, and worked there 
as a domestic servant: for ten years. She 
came home because her brother was ill, and 
lived with him till the time of her marriage 
She met Phelim Hanly at Tom Hanly's, in 
Strokestown. A marriage was arranged, 
She had saved £700 and paid over to Phelim 
Hanly £100, and lodged another £100 in their 
joint names. That was on January 16th 
On the following day she told him that she 
did not want to go on with the marriage, 
as she wanted to. get back to.the States. 
Phelim said that she could not change her 
mind, as he had all arrangements made. 
She eventually decided to go on with the 
marriage. en witness saw Phelim’s house 
she was very disappointed, as it was in a 
filthy condition, It was arranged to have 
Scans repaired, and witness paid for the 
repairs. 
There were arguments between herself and 
Phelim on the first three nights after the 
marriage. The arguments were about her 
bed, as it was filthy.

THE DEATH SCENE. 


She assisted her husband at hay making 
on the 20th of July. About 8 o'clock he said 
that he had a headache, and she made him 
a cup of tea. About 9 o'clock he went out 
to get water, and returned in about fifteen 
minutes’ time, saying that he wished to go 
to bed, as he had had a headache all day. 
They said: the Rosary, and her husband then 
asked her to prepare his medicine for him. 
She did so in his presence, and left it on the 
bedroom table beside him. She went to bed, 
and they talked for some time, and then 
Phelim said that he thought he was going to 
faint. Witness picked him up and asked 
him what was wrong. He said that he was 
all right, but to bring him some water. She 
did so, and he then asked for Pat Keaveney. 
Witness went for him, and when they came 
back her husband said: ‘‘I am going to die; 
get a priest.’ 

Witness said that she got a blessed candle, 
lit it, and told Anne Keaveney to hold it and 
a crucifix in her husband’s hands. They 
said some prayers for him. Witness did not 
o to bed that night at all. She emphatically 
enied that she gave poison to her husband. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, the wit- 
ness said that she was very fond of a boy 
named Noone. She sent a letter to Noone 
a few days before the match was made, 
asking him to meet her near the bridge some 
night. She addressed Noone as “' dear 
Paddy," and said in the letter that it was 
hard to marry a man she did not like, 
referring to her forthcoming marriage with 
Hanly. After she wrote to Noone he came 
down to see her, but she did not see him, 
and had not seen him since. In the course 
of the letter she said: “I was match- 
making with Phelim Hanly, but I have 
already aang my mind. I could never 
marry a man Í did not care íor.” 


“ NOT LUCKY TO BREAK IT.” 


He I went on with the match,” said the 
witness, ' because I was told that it was 
not lucky to break it off.” Phelim Hanly did 
not refuse to give her back the £100. He 
notified her solicitor that he would break the 
match off if she wished. Witness admitted 
having said that if she had known the hotise 
was in such a state she would never have 
married Phelim.

Further cross-examined, the witness said 
that she took the medicine bottle off the 
dresser in the kitchen the morning following 
her husband’s death, and put it on the 
mantelpiece in the bedroom. Her object in 
doing that was that it would not be mislaid. 

On the night of the 20th July her husband 
was in good form. She heard Dr. McGrath 
say that strychnine poison was found in the 
body; but she did not notice him suffering 
from convulsions or spasms. He asked for a 
drink of water and she gave it to him. 
Shortly afterwards he became stiff and died. 

Mr. Maguire—Did you think that he com- 
mitted suicide?—I did not dream of it. 


SUICIDE SUGGESTION. 


Did he give any indication of committing 
suicide ’—No, 

Have you any reason to suggest now, 
after all these months, that he committed 
suicide ?— Well, no; I have not.

A model of Alie burned premises was shown 
in Court, together with electrical apparatus 
lamps stated to have 
been found in 25 Merrion square after the 
fire, and see to have been included in 
Coleman’s claim on the insurance company. 
The house in Merrion square had, it was 
alleged, been purchased Coleman in the 
name of Dr. Anderson, , om 30th January, 
1933—the date of the fire in Charlotte street— 
was being reconstructed apparently for use 
as the ‘‘ Alexanderson Electrical Treatment 
Institute.” A point in ghe case for the State 
was that Coleman was ‘ Dr. Andetson.”’ 
Mr. Joseph A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared in support of the convic- 
tion. 


INADMISSIBLE EVIDENCE. 


Coleman continued his analysis of the evi- 
dence adduced against him. He expressed 
his regret that, owing to the heavy legal 
expenses to which he had been put by his 
ten days’ trial in Green street and the cht 
tracted District. Court proceedings, he had 
been anable to re-engage the eminent counsel 
who had appeared for his defence. He went 
on to say that Mr. Justice Meredith at his 
trial did not direct the jury to disregard 
evidence that, he stated, was clearly in- 
admissible, and that the jurors, being, only 


Press reports. Nor did the Court agree that 
the case was rushed in any ie $ 

The appellant, in the course of his address, 
said that his stock sheets, showing the stock 
ag it stood on 10th March, 1932, substan- 
tiated the claim made under the insurance 
policy dated 29th September, 1932. They 
showed the stock, fittings, «tc., to be valued 
at more than £31,000 in March, 1932, so that 
an insurance of £20,000 was much below 
value. The prosecution had sought to prove 
that there was nothing of any consequence 
in Charlotte street at the time of the fire, 
but the evidence of their own witnesses 
showed that a good business was being done 
there und that there was a : 1bstantial stock. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan said that one witness 
(Miss Maguire) had given evidence that 
trade in Charlotte street had been falling off 
before the fire. 


OTHER BANK ACCOUNTS. 


Coleman replied that Miss Maguire knew 
only of one bank account. He had others, 
and she knew nothing about the cash put 
into them. He dealt with the evidence given 
about 89- articles found at Merrion square, 
the contention of the prosecution being, he 
said, that he had falsely pretended that they 
were burned in Charlotte street. His answer 
to that was that those articles did not appear 
at all in his claim, but they appeared in 
the indictment against him at his trial. He 
dealt at length with the lists prepared by the 
assessors for himself and for the imsurance 
company of the articles, or remains of 
articles, found in the debris after the fire 
in Charlotte street; with the invoices 
obtained later, and purporting to refer to 
them; and with corresponding articles. said 
to have been found after the fire in 25 
Merrion square. He referred to many 
instances in which, he said, there was no 
relation whatever. in price or description, 
between the articles identified in the debris 
and those mentioned in the invoices, or found 
at Merrion square. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that the 
assessors, in making out their lists from the 
debris, had to depend on Coleman himself 
for the name of the article and its approxi- 
mate value. 


ASSUMED CLAIM HONEST. 
Mr. Justice Hanna added that. if the 


assessors had any reason at the time of the 
listing to suspect Coleman, they would 
probably have taken greater precautions in 
the listing; but, when they were engaged on 
the work, they assumed he was an honest man 
making an honest claim. 

Coleman replied that, whilst the assessors 
might not be experts in the listing of 
electrical apparatus df such like goods, they 
were men of experience, and would not in- 
clude in their lists any articles unless they 
saw something substantial in, the way of 
remains. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rese, and the further hearing was ad- 
journed until next Monday.

_An application was made by Mr. Phelps,

INCREASED EXPENDITURE.

They 
had the appalling outrage in Dundalk on the 
following day. The Ministry denied that 
there was any connection between one and 
the other, but refused a judicial inquiry into 
the whole matter as to whether there was 
any connection between the Dublin meeting 
and what happened in Dundalk. In the fol- 
lowing week in ‘Tipperary houses were 
searched, arms, a considerable quantity of 
explosives, ye se apparatus and piles of 
wire were got, and these people had been 
traced by the police to Dublin. They knew 
that one of them had Dundalk connections, 
but yet they were told by the Minister for 
Justice, with as much brazenness ‘as if it 
were the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, that there was no connection between 
the Dublin meeting and what happened in 
Dundalk. 

The Opposition demanded that the public 
should know:the full details of that case, in 
the interest of the Government itself and in 
the interests of proper respect on the part 
of the people for the administration of law 
in the country. :

So the farmer 
who was paying £4,000,000 previously on ter- 
minable annuities is now to pay £5,500,000 for 
eternity,”’ 


PRESIDENT AND TREATIES. 
Mr. F itzgerald said that he had been speak - 
ing with President de Valera a night or two 
previously, They had spoken of big nations 
and smaller nations. The President had then 
clearly approved of the making of treaties be- 
tween countries—a very important matter. 

“Now, when countries make treaties one 

with another,” said Mr. Fitzgerald, “it is 
always possible for the stronger country, by 
the use of material sanctions, to force its will 
upon the weaker. Clearly, the country that 
benefits by honouring the treaty is the weaker. 
This Government has admittedly set out to 
break its treaty with Britain by seeking 
money for these purposes. When a large 
country agreed to 8 a treaty with a 
smaller it deprived itself of its advantages 
of greater strength. This country pre- 
eminently should be the country. to adhere to 
the treaty; it is bound to lose by breaking it 
To break it, too, reverses the very idea of 
foreign relations on which we are to vote.” 
' Having referred to the economic war, Mr. 
Fitzgerald said that it was an appalling 
situation now that a. farmer, or a farm 
labourer, should know that when he finished 
his day’s work or his year’s work he had 
not been able to produce enough to support 
himself and his family, but must depend on 
what dole or bounty the Government might 
give him. 

WHY EXPENDITURE IS UP. 

Mr. LEMASS (Minister for Industry cnd 
Commerce) said that the Opposition party 
had not given one constructive idea 
during the discussion. Deputy Mulcahy’s 
idea was that the Government should get out 
of office. They talked about the increase in 
taxation; what did they want done? They 
had seen the White Paper and the various 
headings of expenditure. The deputies 
opposite should indicate what they wanted to 
save on. The total increase bet--een the 
expenditure this year and last year was about 
£1,800,000. The Opposition had not yet 
found out why they lost the electiors in 1952 
and 1933, and why they would lose the rext 
election in 1937. It was quite true that on 
the basis af supplied estimates of their pre- 
decessors Fianna Fail had stated that a 
saving of £2,000,000 could have been effected. 
He admitted that such a saving had not een 
effected, but that was partly because of the 
attitude of the Opposition. If there had been 
an increase in taxation it was because new 
services had been started. Did the Opposi- 
tion want these discontinued. £4,200,000 out 
of the Local Loan Fund had been devoted 
mainly to mE and public health schemes. 
Did they want those stopped? 

There was an increase in the amount for 
old age pensions. He knew the attitude of 
the Opposition to that. When in office they 
redu the old age pensions, but they did 
not reduce their own salaries, nor did they 
seek for saving among the ranks of the 
Civil Service. The Government increased 
old age pensions. Did the Opposition want 
The Government increased unem- 
ployment assistance. Only for these things

THE DISPUTE WITH BRITAIN. 

They knew that the dispute with Britain 
was going to increase expenditure, and that 
that expenditure was going to be sound 
national policy and the country approved of 
it, This country could, not afford to send out 
of it £5,000,000 annually. 

Mr. BELTON—Is it not going still? 

The MINISTER said that it was not. 
Eighty per cent. of the money raised in this 
country came back to the ple in some 
form—agricultural subsidy, old age pensions, 
etc. There was very little wastage of money 
at present as compared with the wastage 
under the previous régime. 

If Cumann na nGaedheal came back into 
office, were they going to take the tariff off 
bacon and supply a market for the benefit 
of American and other exporters? It was 
well that it should be understood that a 
return to power of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party would mean the repeal of the Housing 
Act and the cessation of -housing activity ; 
repeal of the Old Age Pension Act, of the 
Cereal Act, and the Butter Stabilisation Act; 
repeal of the protective duties that protected 
the pig producer. There were more people 
in employment, to-day than there had ever 
been. They were bringing in more luxury 
goods in the past year—wireless sets, motor 
cars, watches and clocks. 


UNPUNISHED CRIME. 

Deputies opposite , felt. that. they “could 
criticise the Department of Justice because 
certain political crimes. had gone un- 
punished. That ‘was true, but not merely 
since Fianna Fail came into office. 
There had been a time in the country when 
it was regarded as patriotic to refuse to give 
information to the police. That attitude was 
persisted in, despite the new conditions. It 
was because of that that they and their pre- 
decessors had been unable to obtain informa- 
tion to bring the perpetrators of crimes to 
justice. Deputies should all endeavour to co- 
operate with them to get a new spirit into 
the people, so that at some stage they might 
get to the point at which every citizen would 
consider it his duty to report to the police 
any information which he had regarding any 
offence against law and orier.

INDIAN MEAL SCHEME, 

Continuing, Mr, DILLON spoke of the 
‘‘ extravagance and ineffectiveness’’ of the 
Government’s Indian meal admixture scheme, 
under the Cereals Act. He said it was cost- 
ing this country £750,000 per annum, and 
the total increased employment afforded by 
the scheme did not exceed 300 men in the 
mills of this country. It had resulted also 
in costing the farmers oí this country £2 
a ton on their feeding-stuffs. As for the 
industrial alcohol scheme, the price of the 
product would be 3s. a gallon, whereas the 
product for which it was to be a substitute 
could be bought on the Dublin quays for 
4d. a gallon. 

“- As far as any man can see, there is no 
prospect for the country except disaster,” 
declared Mr. Dillon. '' We are dissipating 
our money all over the country in this in- 
fernal economic war. We are trving to burn 
the candle at both ends. At the same time 
that we are spending large sums on social 
service we are wiping out the source of our 
income, Our trade is dwindling, our pros- 
perity has vanished, and at the same time the 
estimates of the Government services are 
going up. Our adverse trade balance ‘is 
within measurable distance of being as great 
as our total export trade, and yet we are 
confronted by the highest estimates ever in- 
troduced in this House, except in one finan- 
cial year at the very beginning of the State. 
Is it any wonder that the people are 
astonished ?"’ 


USE OF FIREARMS. 

Mr. DILLON proceeded to refer to the case 
before the Military Tribunal on the previous 
day, when some men had been charged with 
carrying firearms and using them. He sa.d 
he had no complaint to make with regard to 
the paying of a tribute at a graveside to a 
man with whom they had been associated in 
arms. Ha had, however, every complaint to 
make that an oceas.on of that kind, which 
should be sacred to everyone, should be used 
for a flagrant breach of the law and defiance 
of the duly elected Government of this 
country. 

at ed every complaint to make,” con- 
tinued Mr. Dillon, “* that, when these men 
come to be prosecuted in court, the court 
should be invited by counsel representing the 
Attorney-General to let them go, even 
though they openly defy the jurisdiction of 
the court by refusing to plead.

At this point the Attorney-General came 
and resumed his seat on the front. bench. 
Mr. Dillon thereupon reiterated his allega- 
tions that the Attorney-General had given 
instructions in one case that men were to 
be prosecuted to conviction, and in another 
acquitted or a forbearing from sentence was 
to be requested. He said that was the 
worst form of  injustice—admuinistrative 
injustice—interference by the Executive 
Council with the Courts.

TWO FIREARMS CHARGES. 


The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (Mr. UC.

He said 
that undoubtedly the. charges of unlawful 
assembly could not be sustained, and that 
the cheeges regarding membership cards 
could not be sustained, and that there was 
a grave doubt about the whole matter: Lut 
he did not ne 8 one single word to get the 
Tribunal to remit the sentences on the men 
for the possession of the rifles. These me, 
whose rifles were taken from them, were now 
serving six months in jail, and that was what 
the Attorney-General called fair and equal 
treatment, compared with the treatment of 
the men in the Cork case, who refused to 
recognise the Court, who were left in posses- 
sion of their rifles and were not interrogated 
by the police.

Mr. Anthony Eden's mission to the 
Chancelleries has been fruitless, and there 


is yet the possibility of a disarmament 
convention on the lines which Britain has 
proposed. Mr. Baldwin is forced to admit, 
however, that the prospect of disarmament 
is more distant than it was a year ago, 
and that ‘‘ the world is not yet ready ” 
for such concepts as the ‘international 
police force’’ which his Government 
sponsored so enthusiastically in the recent 
past. Britain will not relax her striv- 
ings in the cause of peace and disarma- 
ment, but she intends to be fore-armed 
against their collapse. ‘‘If all our 
efforts fail,' said Mr. Baldwin yesterday, 
“then any Government in this country—* 
National Government more than a y other 
—will see to it that in air strength and 
air power this country shall no longer be 
in a position of any inferiority to any 
country within striking distance of our 
shores.’’ Clearly Britain’s statesmen are 
alarmed. They realise that she has been 
too long an example which the nations 
have failed to copy, and that she is, as a 
result, in grave danger. Hopeful to “give 
a lead’’ in disarmament, they have 
weakened ‘their country’s defences to a 
degree of positive peril. 

The British plan, stripped of its details, 
demands that the air armaments of the 
great nations shall be brought to a reason- 
able degree of parity. An obvious 
corollary is that, if the nations refuse to 
scale down their air strength to parity 
with Britain’s, Britain must enlarge hers 
to a state of parity with theirs. At present 
the Royal Air Force, in point of numbers, 
is the sixth air force in the world. It is 
still far below the level that was recognised 
as essential to Britain’s safetv in 1923; 
and the four new squadrons which are con- 
templated in the Air Estimates make no 
practical difference. Even with the rein- 
forcement of those squadrons, Britain’s 
relative strength in the air will be worse 
than it is now ; for other Powers are making 
considerably greater additions to their air 
forces To-day she has only 890 first-line 
aircraft, against France’s 1,650, Italy's 
1,500, Russia's 1,400, Japan’s 1,400 and 
the United States’ 1,100; and the figures 
of machines for home defence show an even 
more startling discrepancy. Her position 
will be weaker still after another year, 
unless the increasing turmoil of European 
affairs forces the British Government to a 
substantial enlargement of the building 
programme. ‘‘ Equality in air strength,”’ 
Mr. Baldwin admits, ‘‘ is the first requisite 
for avoiding danger.’’ So long as Britain 
remains vulnerable to the attack of foreign 
aircraft, so long, for all her will to peace, 
she is a menace to peace. 

What Mr. Baldwin said last night about 
Britain’s air strength applies in almost 
equal degree to her Navy and Army. The 
Army Estimates, which were issued yester- 
day, show a net increase of £1,650,000, but 
they are less by £330,000 than the 
Estimates for 1931. The Royal Navy has 


numbers it is barely the equal of the 
United States Navy, while its ships are 
older, slower, and inferior in gun-power. 
Britain is bound by the terms of the 
London Treaty not to build beyond a 
certain limit; but she is under no obliga- 
tion to refrain from the replacement of 
much of her old tonnage, or from the 
laying down of new vessels for service 
when that treaty expires in 1936. The 
Naval Estimates for 1934 are greater by 
£5,000,000 than last year’s, and the pro- 
gramme of construction provides for four 
new cruisers, in addition to eight 
destroyers, three submarines, an aircraft- 
carrier and various small vessels. Yet 
the Navy is still weaker than it ought to 
be, while the navies of the other Powers 
are stronger to-day than they have been 
at any time. In these circumstances can 
we wonder that the British Government 
shows the tokens of alarm?

Aftermath of Prohibition. 


It is becoming evident that the repeal! of 
prohibition in the United States has not 
solved the problems raised by the 
Eighteenth Amendment. Indeed, we could 
have expected nothing else ; for the ‘‘ boot- 
legger ’’ has acquired a grip on the public 
which he will not relax without a fierce 
struggle. During the years of prohibition 
he built up a huge organisation in which 
many millions of dollars were invested. 
Its activities penetrated into every part of 
the country, and, by a system of corrup 
tion and terrorism, it finally induced the 
people to give up their ideals in despair, 
as the only means to end it. They were 
wise to do so, but they have not ended it 
yet, and the flood of bogus liquor actually 
has increased in the United States since 
the repeal of prohibition. The criminals 
are taking advantage of the fact that 
liquor now can be sold openly, and are 
imposing their own concoctions on the 
public under false names. Nearly a 
hundred “‘ factories '’ have been opened in 
New York within the last few months; 
their business is to supply skilful imita- 
tions of the labels, corks and wrapping: 
paper used with the more celebrated 
brands, and the purchaser is unaware of 
the fraud until too late. ‘‘ Champagne,” 
made from Californian wine and carbonic 
acid gas, and costing about 3s. 10d. to 
manufacture, is sold at thirty shillings a 
bottle, and, under cover of a false label, 
finds its way even into the best hotels, The 
situation as regards whiskey is stil] more 


serious, and, although only the Scotch | 


variety is mentioned in the reports, we 
may be sure that our own Irish brands 
are subject to equal imposture. Spurious 
whiskey has been found even in the 
hospitals, and a great deal of it may 
have been used medicinally before the 
difference was realised.

Vanished Gold. 


Not only fiction, but fact, can pose a 
crime which seems at the outset to defy 
solution. Recently 930 ounces of gold, 
worth £6,360, were despatched from 
Bulawayo, Southern Rhodesia, to the 
Standard Bank of South Africa, in 
London. The box—one of 259 in a con- 
signiment valued at £1,160,000—travelled 
from Cape Town by the Balmoral Castle, 
and reached Southampton last Monday. 
It was taken to the bank in London, where 
its contents were revealed as cement and 
nails. How and when was the substitu- 
tion contrived? As everybody knows, the 
transport of gold from South Africa~— 
which has been particularly active of late 
—is guarded with the most jealous care. 
This box was packed at Bulawayo in the 
presence of responsible officials. of the 
bank, and was taken to the railway station, 
where it was delivered to. the bullion 
escort from the Union. Such consign- 
ments are placed in a special strong van, 
locked by code locks, and during the 1,360 
miles railway journey are never out of the 
sight of an armed guard. At Cape Town 
the boxes are checked and weighed and the 
seals are examined. Transferred to the 
steamer, they are locked in the strong 


There they are checked 
again, and, under constant supervision, are 
brought by train and motor car to the 
banks in London. Nevertheless, under all 
this Argus-eyed protection, one box, some- 
where between Bulawayo and London, was 
opened, and its precious contents were re- 
placed by an exactly equal weight of 
cement and nails.

Antarctic Research. 


The announcement by The Times of a 
new British venture to the Antarctic 
reminds us that very little of our globe 
remains unexplored. Gone are the days 
when man’s knowledge was limited to the 
lands within a few hundred miles of his 
own home, and when every excursion 
beyond those limits was almost a venture 
into another world. Foreign travel, in the 
old days, was certainly an experience not 
to be undertaken lightly. Strange things, 
real and imaginary, lay in wait for the 
explorer; for was not every new sea 
infested with mermaids, and was not every 
new country a possible habitation for giants 
and mandrakes? Ignorance has its rewards 
as well as its disadvantages, and, although 
it peopled the unknown parts of the earth 
with mythical terrors, it must have added 
a spice of life that is absent now., The 
world will become a little more common- 
place when all the continents have been 
mapped and all the mountains . climbed. 
For those who do the mapping or climbing, 
however, true adventure is not yet dead; 
the great Antarctic Continent is still almost 
unknown, and the expedition which will 
set out for itin the autumn will need to be 
no less courageous than were the early 
pioneers. During their three years’ stay 
the members will explore a thousand miles 
of coastline that never yet has been trod 
by human feet, and may settle a matter 
of which science is still in doubt— 
whether the Antarctic is one continent or 


two. They need not expect to meet with 
the anthropophagi, or with the men 
whose heads ‘‘do grow beneath their 


shoulders ”; but the dangers of ice-packs 
and blizzards are more real and are likely 
to prove quite as perilous.

Jobs in Russia. 


A notice .s publisaed in the Board. of 
Trade Jcurnal t.-day warning British 
subjects against going to Russia under 
contract with the Soviet Government. It 
says that, in connection with the employ- 
ment of British subjects, attention is called 
to a case in which the Soviet regulations 
for the export of foreign currency were 
mterpreted in such a way as to deprive two 
British mechanics of a substantial part o 
their earnings. The men were engaged to 
instal machinery, and, under the terms of 
their contract, they were to be paid fit) 
per cent. of their wages in Soviet currency, 
while any surplus of roubles in their pos- 
session on the termination of their eniploy 
ment could be exchanged into its sterlins 
equivalent, according to Soviet law. On 
leaving Russia they were not only refused 
the right of re-exchanging their money, but 
the receipts which they had been given 
for that transaction were confiscated. 
together with the surplus, representing the 
unspent portion of their savings from their 
rouble salary. As a result of representa- 
tions by the British Government, the men 
will receive the sterling equivalent of the 
foreign currency which they took with them 
into the Soviet Union, but the Soviet 
Government declined to authorise the 
export of foreign currency equivalent to the 
unexpended portion of their rouble sav- 
ings.

He appealed to Mr. Baldwin to make up his mind what had to 
be done in view of the increasing growth and menace of air arma- 
ments, and said that Parliament would vote the necessary supplies 
and sanctions within forty-eighthours if need be.

THE IRISH FACTOR. 


Captain F. E. Guest (Conservative) 
declared that the estimate was quite inade- 
quate for any form of defence. Germany 
was quite determined to re-arm, and that 
as quickly as possible, and there was no 
doubt that it was her intention to annex 
Austria by one means or another. That 
would brittg international complications of 
a far-reaching character. Ireland would be 
delighted to side with any other country.

MR. CHURCHILL’S APPEAL. 


Mr. Churchill said that the Liberal 
Party were too much inclined to attach 
importance to pious preaching, and a little 
too reluctant to face the facts which would 
follow if no notice was taken of the pious 
preaching. It seemed to him that we had 
reached the turning point in our affairs. 
It was certain that the endeavours of the 
Government to secure a measure of dis- 
armament throughout the world had failed, 


‘and we had now to take a new view and a 


new decision. It behoved us now to look 
to our own safety, and take measures to 
put ourselves in a state of reasonable 
security. 

What were those measures? First of al) ; 
there was the preservation of the peace ol 
Europe, and everything we could do 
to that end should be our policy. 
The next thing was to preserve 
our national freedom of choice to remain 
outside a European war if one should 
break out. He did not assume that a 
war would inevitably break out. He still 
grasped the larger hope that we might 
wear our way through and not revert 
again to what was almost barbarism. But 
we must have the effective right to choose 
our own part in accordance with the wishes 
and resolve of the nation in any con- 
tingency or-emergency that might arise on 
the Continent of Europe.- For this pur- 
pose we must be safe against foreign 
pressure. We must be independent and 
free as we were in the past. We were 
not so free to-day as we were before the 


“War, and, unless we regained that freedom 
-of choice, we were no longer integrally 


and characteristically the same kind of 
country with our own special insular 
character and culture. . 

We ought not to be dependent upon any 
foreign nation. The French and British 
were bent on peace, and they had nothing 
to gain by war, but im spite of that we 
ought not to be dependent upon the French 
Air Force for the safety of our island 
home. 

No measure wecould take could prevent 
the dropping of bombs on this island, but 
is was within our power, if we acted in 
time, to guard against the first mortal 
blow which would compel us to capitulate. 

Our line of policy should be a peacefui 
foreign policy. and we ought not to 
neglect any security which we could derive 
from international conventions. We ought 
to strive to secure such conventions, or a 
series of treaties confining air warfare to 
military and nava) objectives and to the 
zones of the field armies.

SEIZURE OF OLD

M RAYMOND HUBERT, lawyer to 
+ Stavisky’s assistant Romagnino, 
was rescued from the River Seine this 
evening by a member of the Water 
igade He was alive, but in a serious 
condition. 
M. Hubert was with M. Ordonneau, the 
magistrate in charge of the Stavisky 
investigations, answering questions before 


the occurrence. 


Henry Voix, Stavisky’s associate, who 
was released on Tuesday after having 
been condemned to 45 days’ imprison- 
ment for harbouring Stavisky at the villa 
at Chamonix where he died, was re- 
arrested at Chambéry to-day. He was 
brought to Paris and charged with ‘‘ com- 
plicity in swindling and receiving.’’ The 
magistrate wants to know what he did 
with 265,000 frances which Stavisky is 
alleged to have paid him by cheques. 

The Public Prosecutor appealed against 
the lightness of Voix's sentence, and the 
Court at Chambéry to-day reserved its 
judgment for a week. Voix was arrested 
as he was leaving the court. i 
Henri Desbrosses, a former manager of 
the Orleans manicipal pawnshop, who 
helped Stavisky to organise the Bayonne 

wnshop, has been arrested on a charge 
of ‘‘complicity in swindling.” 

A total of 403 more Stavisky cheques 
ta fifty different payees were seized in four 
leading Paris banks this afternoon. They 
represent a value of more than 10,000,000 
francs (£130,000 at current rates). The 
magistrate is classifying them, and the 
police are waiting orders to effect possible 
new arrests. 

The Stavisky Commission listened to-day 
in a tense hush as the ex-Director of the 
Sareté, M. Thome, described the events 
culminating in Stavisky’s suicide. 

The significance of M. Thome’s evidence 
is that the majority of French newspapers 
are sceptical, to say the least, as to 
whether his death, which has time and 
again been openly described as murder, 
was due to suicide.

PLAUSIBLE REPLY OF 
MR. MACENTEE.

AW and order still is the most serious 
topic, scórainis even the urgent gues- 
tion of financial administration, whenever 
Dail Eireann indulges in one of. those 
‘‘ omnibus ” debates such as occurred yes- 
terday on the Central Fund Bill. It is a 
subject, too, on which the debate rarely 
fails at some point to take a startling turn. 
Yesterday's surprise was a disclosure by 
Mr. Mulcahy of developments in regard to 
the recent watch by detectives in Dublin 
on persons who were constructing a land 
mine, an incident which, in the minds of 
the Opposition, is linked with the explosion 
which occurred a.day later at Dundalk, 
although the Government have denied the 
connection. 

“The Ministry that denies any connec- 
tion between them,’’ said Mr. Mulcahy, 
“- knows that in the following week houses 
were searched in Tipperary, where the 
police got arms, explosives, exploding 
apparatus, and coils of wire; they know 
that these people were traced to Dublin ; 
they know that one of them has Dundalk 
connections. Yet the Minister for Justice 
told. us, with as much brazenness as if he 
were the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce,” remarkéd Mr. Mulcahy, enjoying 
a thrust at Mr. Lemass’s outstanding 
characteristi¢, ‘‘ that there is no connec- 
tion,” 


FIRING OF VOLLEYS. 


Mr. Mulcahy was foiled by the Speaker 
in his attempts to introduce into the dis- 
cussion the attitude adopted by the Govern- 
ment towards the men who were before the 
Military Tribunal on Wednesday for firing 
volleys over a grave; but Mr. Fitzgerald, 
who followed him, was more adroit. ‘‘ The 
Government,’’ he submitted, '' entirely 
approves of the breaking of laws in this 
country, provided they are broken by the 
right sort of people.”’ 

As the Minister for Justice is ill, it fell 
to the indefatigable Mr. Lemass to make 
his defence, as well as that of his own 
department. Adopting for the moment a 
conciliatory tone, he pointed out that the 
philosophy engendered among the people 


by their political past—that it was patriotic 


to refuse to give information to the police— 
still persisted, and drew attention to the 
difficulty that this created for the police 
in regard to the detection of political 
crime. 

“I would ask deputies opposite not to 
make party capital out of that matter,’’ he 
continued, in the same praiseworthy style, 
‘“but to endeavour to co-operate with us 
in getting a new spirit among our people.”’ 
The Minister rather spoilt the effect by 
the abrupt announcement: “I have 
finished speaking in a non-party spirit,” 
as a prelude to a savage attack on the 
Opposition. 

“General O'Dufíy,” he said, “has said 
that he has information about bank 
robberies that are going to take place. 
The police are still waiting for the tip. 


I would suggest to him and to Deputy | 


Mulcahy that they should refuse to accept 
information which public servants offer to 
them improperly.’’ 


A CHALLENGE. 


At once Mr. Dillon’s voice rang out 
in challenge to the Minister to make a 
definite allegation against civil servants, 
and at the height of the storm Dr. 
©’ Higgins joined in with another challenge 
in view of this further argument for the 
establishment of a commission of inquiry 
into the Dundalk case. Mr. Lemass was 
in no mood for accepting challenges, how. 
ever. 

Mr. Dillon’s indignation retained its 
heat until the end of the Minister’s 
speech, and then it breke from him in a 
blaze of fury. ‘‘ From the back-benchers 
there,” he thundered, with a _ gesture 
icross the House, “that kind of filth is 
negligible. From a Minister of State it 
is scandalous.”’ 

On the financial merits of the bill 
quotations bestrewed , the Opposition 
speeches with the same rich abundance 
as in Shakespeare’s plays. They came, 
however, from finger-tattered sheets con- 
taining pre-election promises on the RN 
of Fianna Fail—a method of attack which 
drove Mr. Dowdall, one of the Fianna 
Fail deputies who is rarely heard, to 
draw a distinction between promises and 
statements which the .remainder of the 
House was not sufficiently philologically- 
minded to appreciate, 

“TIT do not care,” said Dr. O'Higgins 
bluntly, “if a promise is called a promise 
or a statement. Promises of public men 
are all that the electorate have to make 
their decisions by, and, if they are not 
kept, the people are going to lose faith 
in Parliament, and the end of this country 
will be worse than its beginning.” 


THE NEW ARMY. 


The first gesture of real economy, said Dr. 
O’ Higgins, should be the abolition of forces 
which were goingto cost much money and 
were definitely political in their adminis- 
tration—a category in which he emphati- 
cally included the new army, ‘‘ launched 
as non-political, but with every possible 
precaution’ taken to see that it must be 
political.” On the subject of the Secret 
Service estimate, with its increase by 150 
per cent:, he drenched the Government 
with satire as he reminded them of the 
‘‘ silly stories’’ which, carried to the 
Execttive Council, had placed even the 
President in an awkward position. 

The most devastating onslaught of all 
came from Mr. McGilligan, who had swept 
clear nearly every deck of Government 
policy when he cat himself short in order 
to give the Minister for Finance time to 
reply before the vote on the bill was taken. 
His comment, as a former Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, on the industria) 
alcohol scheme was of particular interest. 

“Tf the Minister bought all the 
potatoes,” he asserted, “ and dumped 
them into the sea, he could give all the 
benefits he is going to give by this scheme, 
and he could save the State a ronsiderable 
sum.” ' 

If congratulations are to be given, how- 
ever, they should be given to the Minister 
for Finance for his most plausible reply. 
Dismissing Mr, McGilligan as having come 
“decked all round with old and worn-out 
sandwich boards,’’ and ignoring most of 
the Opposition arguments altogether, he 
quoted all the commercial authorities 
available to support his thesis that busi- 
ness in the Free State was now not so bad 
as it might have been. His authorities 
numbered three. 

Mr. Lemass had already cited the in- 
creased imports of tea, sugar, tobacco, 
wine, motor cars, wireless sets, clocks and 
watches as a clue to the elusive prosperity 
of which he spoke. Mr. MacEntee now 
supplemented the evidence by pointing to 
increased expenditure on drink, betting, 
entertainment, matches and petrol. —

E ideal of “ an independent Austria ”’ 

is a myth, in the opinion of Herr 
Habicht, Hitler’s ‘‘ Inspector for Austria,’’ 
expressed in an interview with Reuter’s 
Correspondent here. 

Other points made by Herr Habicht 
were :— 

The Nazis would use legal 
methods in Austria if they could. 

The “ danger ” of a Habsburg 
restoration is a very real one, 

“ There can be no question of an inde- 
pendent Austria for the Austrians,’’ Herr 
Habicht said. ‘‘ Austria can follow only 
two policies—German or anti-German. It 
is an historical fact worth remembering 
that the old monarchy was able to exist 
only with the support of the Reich. 
German policy in Austria does not mean 
the sacrifice of independent national 
existence. 


POWERS’ INTERESTS. 


“On the other hand, anti-German 
policy, as has been proved during the last 
few weeks, means not real independence 
for Austria, but dependence on other 
Powers, who wage their wars of self- 
interest on Austrian soil. This policy 
forces Austria into block formation, in 
which it is misused for the purpose of 
others, purposes which bring it no 
economic advantages, and cértainly do not 
make for the consolidation of peace in the 
Danube Basin, as is shown by the echo 
in the Little Entente countries.” 

Turning to the Habsburg question, Herr 
Habicht said: ‘* ‘There is the danger, grave 
as ever, of a Habsburg restoration. While 
to-day everyone knows that National- 
Socialism only builds up from a native 
Germanism, and on principle rejects every 


control by other peoples, the Habsburgs | 


and the whole pack of ‘ nationless 
aristocracy from the old monarchy would 
at once bring with them the old aspirations 
for seizure of power.”

HE Government of Northern Ireland 
to-night issued the text of the 
Representation of the People Bill, which 
provides that no person in future may be 
nominated for the Northern Parliament 
without making. a declaration that he 
intends to take his seat and comply with 
the law and the standing orders of the 
House of Commons. 

At the last parliamentary election in 
November four Republican. candidates 
were nominated for Northern Ireland con- 
stituencies, who declared that, if elected, 
they would not take the Oath or their 
seats in the House. One of these, Mr. P. 
McLogan,; was elected for South Armagh, 
and neither he nor Mr. de Valera, who 
was elected as a Fianna Fail candidate for 
South Down, has taken his seat in 
the Northern Parliament. 

The clause in the new bill amending the 
Ballot Act states :— 

‘A candidate: shall not be deemed 
to. be validly nominated unless, with 
a nomination paper by which the can- 
didate is nominated, there has been 
delivered to the returning officer by 
the candidate himself or his proposer 
or seconder, a declaration in writing, 
subscribed by the candidate in the 
presence of a witness, that he intends, 
if elected, to take his seat in the 
House of Commons after compliance 
with the law and the standing orders 
-of the House.’’

»+ | such a declaration can be objected to, 


but in the new bill no specific penalties 
are mentioned for a false declaration. 

Under the bill the residence, qualifica- 
registration and voting as 4 
parliamentary and local government 
elector in Northern Ireland is extended 
from three years to seven years. 

The bill also amends the law in regard 
to blind persons’ votes and company 
franchise.

As a sequel to the mass meeting in 
Madison Square Garden, New York, last 
night, when in a mock trial Chancellor 
Hitler’ was found guilty of ‘crimes 
against. civilisation,’ Dr. Luther, the 
German Ambassador, called at the State 
Department to-day and made a protest. 

The State Department declined to inter- 
fere, Mr. Phillips, the Under-Secretary 
of State, saying that neither a member 
of the United States Government nor any 
Government official was in any way con- 
nected with the trial. 

The twenty prosecutors in the “ Case of 
Civilisation v. Hitlerism’’ included Mr. 
Al Smith, the ex-Governor of New York; 
Major La Guardia, the present Mayor, 
and Mr. Samuel Seabury, the New York 
Government investigator. ' 

Over 20,000 people attended the “trial,” 
which was presided over by Mr. Bain- 
bridge Colby, a former United States 
Secretary of State. Millions of listeners 
heard the proceedings over the wireless. 

The Nazi régime, according to the “ ver- 
dict,’’. had. shown itself to be the avowed. 
enémy cf the methods of peace and free- 
dom by which the march of civilisation 
had been made possible and the progress 
et mankind accomplished.
